The application has been amended as follows: in claim 1, line 10, after "device" 
inserted - - , wherein the first plate has a hook projecting from a free end thereof, and 
the second plate has a slot for engaging with the hook- - ; in claim 3, line 1, changed 
numeral "2" to - - 1 - -; in claim 8, line 13, after "device" inserted - - , wherein the first 
plate has a hook projecting from a free end thereof, and the second plate has a slot for 
engaging with the hook- - ; in claim 10, line 1, changed numeral "9" to - - 8 - -; and 
claims 2,9 and 15-18 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-8 and 10-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
claims 1 and 8, patentability resides, at least in part in the extraction tab having an 
engaging portion with first and second plates, wherein the first plate has a hook 
projecting from a free end thereof, and the second plate has a slot for engaging with the 
hook in combination with the other limitations of the base claim. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
